The Editor: 

An article in last week's 
Gazette, brought to my att- 
ention the fact that council 
is considering selling off all 
of the town’s ten tot lots, 

I for one would object 
strongly to such a move, as 
I feel these lots are serving 
avery useful purpose in our 
community, and! write with 
certainty of the one next to 
my home on Swallow Cres, 

On any half decent day, 
particularly in the summer 
and fall, this lot is loaded 
with children of various 
ages, from Swallow and 
neighboring crescents, Of 
course there are occasional 
squabbles, but isn’t this an 
accepted norm whenever 
there is more than one child 
in sight? 

As for vandalism of fences 
etc,, one of thenine reasons 
given in the recommendation 
for phasing out of the tot lots, 
I feel that this is mostly 
caused by playfull exhuber- 
ance, and is not deliberate, 
I’m forever repairing that 
portion of my fence adjacent 
to the tot lot, and I suppose! 
grumble some, but on re- 
flection I feel the parks ad- 
vantages far outweigh these 
inconveniences, 

Four of the remaining 
eight reasons dealt with 
maintenance costs, such a§ 
grass cutting, fertilizing, 
painting and repairing equip- 
ment, replacing damaged 
trees, sand replacement, 
etc., which was later stated 
to average $150 per year per 
tot lot, for a total of $1,500. 
Isn’t this a ridiculously low 
figure, and one that could be 
made to look even moreso! 
If you were to divide that 
figure by the number of 
children who use these

parks, I’m sure the amount 
of money could be doubled 
and still be a bargain. 

The remaining reasons 
dealt with the inconveniences 
to adjacent property owners. 
To be sure, there are some, 
but none I can think of that 
warrant getting rid of the tot 
lots, I’m sure most of these

away from the majority of 
children, that many will 
never see them, and will end 
up using the streets. This 
problem is alleviated to a 
great extent by the present 
system of tot lots scattered 
throughout St, Albert. 

I have expressed my views 
over the telephone to Coun- 
cillor Rene Kambeuro®f, and 
I would urge other interested 
citizens to express their 
concern also, Only in this 
way can we make council 
aware of our desires on this 
issue.
